Social Security Exclusion is an Unfair Retirement Risk for Part-time Lecturers at UC 

UC lecturers working less than fifty percent time have neither Social Security coverage nor coverage by the UC pension plan. Excluding part- 
timers from these plans saves the University money, but it costs lecturers in retirement security and disability insurance coverage. Instead of 
paying the 6.2% SS employer tax, UC forces part-time lecturers to pay 7.5% into their Safe Harbor defined contribution account.
